Congress nt Donedio, New Zealand, = 
paper on “‘Alcohal’’ was read by Dr. 

The author 
proved the falseness of the popular belief 
that alcohol increased the body bent, 
thas it added strength and endurance 
to the muscles, that It controlled hemor- 
rhage, that it was a disinfectant and 
Protected from infection. He summaried 
his consinsions as follows: ‘I. Aleobol 
1s'9 polsonous drug, whose special action 
in the body is a brain cellparalyanat, 
destroying thse cells In the Invarse order 
of their development, 2. Alcohol dis- 
turbs the circulation leading to the loss 
of body temperature, and an accumula- 
tion of wasto products in the blood, 
acoumpanied by great depression and 
muscular weakness. 3, Alcohol tends 
to produce in all, proporitonate to the 
quantity taken, cirrhotic disenses ofall 
the tissues and organs of the. body. 4. 
Alcohol tends to produce an irresistible 
craving for itself. 5. Alcohol predisposes 
to all infections and many “organie dis- 
eases. f. Alcohol diminishes the chances 
of recovery in those attacked with any 
disense other than those resulting from 
ita ase. 7. Alcohol Increason the sick rate 
and shortens life. & Alcohol disposes to 
consumption and all tubercular diseases. 
® Alcohol increases lunacy and crime. 
10. Alcohol is absolutely unnecessary to 
health, 11. Alenhol promotes hemorrhage, 
and does not check it. 12. Alcohol adds 
no musculsr strength to the body—at 
most it encourages the expenditare of its 
force In the shortest possible time If 
those were the true facts about alcohol 
taken na a beverage in health, they were, 
aa medical men, Individually and colleo- 
tively, In duty and in honor bound to 
make them known to public over whose 
health they pretend to preside. "—Chris- 
tian Statesman.

Enrico Dandolo.was elected Doge of 
Venice in 1193, being then 82 years old, 
and shortly afterwards defeated the 
Pisans in two naval battles, In 1202 aod

again, nt the head of the Venetians and 
the French Crusaders, attacked and 
stormed Constantinople, himself leading 
the van, and planting the Venetian fing 
on the ramparts. On'the establishment 
of the Latin empire of Constantinople, 
which immediately followed, he was 
offered the crown, but declined it He 
died in the following year (1205). He is 
said by some historians to have been 
blind, bat it seems probable that he was 
only partially so.

St, Mary's Falls to be {he Location of = 
Large Undertakh 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 4.—Charles E. S. 
Osborne, of Sault Ste. Marie, State 
Game and Fishery Warden, has returned. 
from Washington with the Information 
that s company has been organized to 
complete the canal of the St. Mary's Falls 
Water Power Company, at an expense of 
nearly $3,000,000. Mr. Osborne says that 
there are interested in the new enterprise 
the great Cramps ship-building firm, of 
Philadelphia, the Chicago Gas Company, 
and others, which are to locate the works 
on the new canal. The Cramps propose 
to establish a lake ship-building industry 
at the falls. There are interested in the 
project various Chicago and Philadelphia 
capitalists, who are now more or less 
concerned in the Lake Superior Power 
Company on the Canadian side. The 
new syndicate is getting ready to let con- 
tracts this spring for the® completion of 
the canal with a sixty thousand horse- 
power capacity. The St. Mary's Falls 
Water Power Company secured control of 
the water power on the Canadian side 
and began operations in 1886, but the en- 
terprise has never reached a successul 
status.
